DIPHTHERIA  37  cases  were  noted  throughout  the  year  as 
against  43  in  1941.  The  cases  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
District.  There  was  1  death  from  the  disease.  150  swabs  from 
suspected  cases  were  examined,  35  of  these  gave  positive  results, 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  now  available.

TUBERCULOSIS  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  84  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  50 
males  and  31  females,  and  50  persons,  25  males  and  25  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
134.  Prom  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  11  deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  1  death  occurred  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  17  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  1  other  form.  5  of  the 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.
